Don't try to get too great a

the wear which takes place in 
the engine under these condi- 
tions. If the motor is to have

cess ana type, and have clearly 
shown that it is possible to com- 
bine acroplano and ‘ship, 


Tho Do-X is o somi-cantilever,| 


tgh-wing monoplano.', Its wing 


span ja 167 ft. its longth 184 Zt.) 


and the tops of. the propollers arc 
31. ft. nbove the keel of the hull. 
Fully Indon, the craft welghs 65% 
tons, with a disposable lond of 28 


tons. It is remarkable from the] ’

The story of Sir Thomas Lipton’s life, which has just been closed by death, makes fascinat- 
ing reading and is redolent of romance. 


KEEPING BOYISH PROMISES TO 


Friend of royalty, a giver of 

princely charities, the best known 
Briton in the United States, and 
the hend of a world-wide business, 
Slr Thomas Johnstone Lipton, first 
baronet and Knight Commander of 
the Victorian Order, was one of 
the most remarkable examples of a 
poor boy's rise to grentnesa. 
Rorn in Glasgow in 1850, of Irish 
parentage, Sir ‘Thomas carzied 
through. life an hereditary Trish 
humour and the deepest love and 
reverence for his mother. 

His forbears eame from Co. 
Monaghan, of - good stock, who 
figured in the past eventful history 
of thelr town and district on more 
than one occasion. But the 
ancestor of whom Sir Thonins Ia 
proudest Is one who about the year 
1770. at Enniskillen was indicted 
for abduction. The erime in those 
days was a hanging offence, and the 
Lipton in question was only saved 
by the woman going into the wit- 
ness-box and swearing that she had 
gone away with her lover of her 
own free will, and had never dono 
anything in her life that had given 
her so much plensure. 

“{t rather pleases me.”” said Sir 
Thomas, “to reflect that perhaps 
T owe my existence to a young wo- 
man who had the courage. of her 
convictions.” 

Sir Thomas’ parents went to 
Glasgow from the famine and 
plague in Ireland after the black 
'AG—the year of the great famine. 
They never succeeded in making a 
real living, and the future: baronet 
was born ina poor quarter in 
Gliagow with few prospects of ever 
making his way in the gront world. 


He hind little schooling, and, at the 


age of nine, he became an errand 


boy at the princely salary of half a} 


crown a week In the firm of A. and 
W. Kennedy, stationers. His next 
job was at the rather higher re- 
muneration of four shillings a 


“lweek, and he lost it because he had 


the temerity to ask for what the 
firm considered to be 2 premature 
vise of a shilling a week. 

“Years and years after,” said Sir 
Thomas, “I received a letter from 


the head of the firm asking me to. 
look after a young woman who was, 


going, out In my hospital ship dur- 
ing the war as a murse. She was 
n friend of the wife of the manag- 
ing director, who anid that he would 
be greatly obliged to me if 1 would 
do whatever I could. J knew that 
he was not aware that 1 had ever 
worked for his firm, So [ had 
him rung up.on the telephone, and 
told him that it would be all right 
about hia friend, and then asked 
him if he ever worked in Glasgow. 
‘Yos, I did,’ he said, ‘many years 
ago.’ 

“Did you wear a frock coat in 
those days?’ I asked. 

“tyes, I did,’ he replied. And 
then I told him that the only pre- 
vious communication I had from 
his firm had been a letter in pencll 
teclining my request for another 
shilling.” 

His First Job. 

At seventeen Sir Thomas went 
to America in the steerage of an old 
emigrant ship to try his luck In a 
new country. He landed near the 
Battery, where many years later 
he was to Innd from & ship called 
the Sir Thomas 
the blaring. of bands 
welcoming sereama of syrens. 
lodged in a boarding-houso down 
Washington Street, and during the 
firat fortnight, till he sot his first 
Job, he wns boarded for nothing. 
He persuaded the landlord that he

written letters home for many of 
them—and ho succeeded in getting

“A fow years ago,” sald Sir 
Thomas, “I was staying In one of 
the grandest Iotels In New Orleans, 
one which before I’d only secon from 
the outside. The walter came in 
and sald that thore was. an old lady 
downstairs with her son who 
wished to sec me. Ho gave the 
name, but I did not recognise It. 
‘But sho knows you, Sir Thomas,’

said the waiter. So 1 had her 
shown in. When she came into the 
room I stil! did not remember her. 
Then she said: ‘But you surely re- 
member, Sir Thomas; you used to 
say that I made pancakes like your 
mother’s.’ a 

“It iy quite likely 1 did. It's the; 
sort of thing I would have sald, If 
the pancakes had been good; and 
ashe had remembered after all those 
yours, When she died her 
letter to me was one of the most 
beautiful documents of 
that I have ever read.” 

After a couple of years’ hard 
work and careful saving Sir 
Thomas decided to return to Glas- 


He took with him about £100, a sack 
of flour, and a rocking ¢hair for his 
mother. He had realised the first 
part of hia childish promise, 

“Some day, mither,” he used to 
say, when he saw his mother de- 
pressed with the constant struggle, 
“I'l buy you a fine silk “dress and 
a carringe, and you can ride in it 
like a great dady. And you'll have 
a bonnie house and servants. Just 
you walt till I'ma man and working 
and you'll see.” 

Before his beloved mother was to 
die she was.to see her gon, to use 
his own words, “ns comfortably off 
na I nm to-day.” - She, herself, was 
to have all the silk 
earrings she wanted. 

But it was a humble start. 
Thomas had taught himself a little 
‘French and had begun to learn 
German. He had fven oa 
German £3 to teach him the Ian- 
guage, and the German had tried to 
make off with the money. So 
Thomas went up to his house and 
‘gave the perfidious Teuton a good

It will always be called the 
Lipton Memorial Nuraes’ Home to 
commemorate my mother, and a 
room will be kept there for: me as 
long as I lve.’

This tremendous work, which 
containcd many drawings, was a 
dictionary. Orlentalists tell us no 
less than an encyclopacdia, for it 
contained all tho characters In the 
Chinese Janguage. The table of 
contents filled twonty volumes, The 
books received by the Muscum 
measure 60 by 80 centimetres, and
